Ottawa, Out., Sept. 15— At today's 
meeting of the Cabinet an order-in-coun- 
cil was passed fixing Thanksgiving day 
for Thursday, November .17. 

It is stated that the Canada Eastern 
railway will be taken over by the £. C. 
It. on September 19. 

Commander Spain has left for Quebec 
to endeavor to patch up the difficulty 
with Oapt. Bernier. The resignation of 
the latter from the Arctic is said to be 
due to chagrin over the fact that -Major 
Meodio was put in command of the ex- 
pedition. Capt. Bernier expected to laud 
the police at their destination and then 
take a ramble in search of the pole, but 
lie was placed under the orders of -Major 
Moodie. who will use the ship as a pa- 
trol of Hudson bay ami straits. 

.The department of trade and com- 
merce has learned that for the pro- 
posed steamship service between Canada 
and Mexico on the Atlantic a greater 
subsidy will lie required than is con- 
templated, and .Mexico is not very 
anxious to increase the .subvention. It 
is likely, therefore, that for the present 
the Atlantic service will be dropped. 
.Mexico is greatly interested in the Pa- 
cific service, and this will he established 
in the near future. Mr. Karl secured 
a pledge last session 'that vessels would 
call at Victoria, inwards and outwards.

JEWS' PASSPORTS. 

Russia Refuses Request of the Govern- 
ment Of the United States. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 15. The fact 
that the government ■ >!' the United 
States, through Ambassador McCor- 
mick, had opened negotiations with the 
Russian government with the object ot 
obtaining recognition of Jewish pass- 
ports in Russia is not generally known 
iiere. Even the Journal de St. Peters; 
burg, the semi-official organ of tli\ for- 
eign office, receives tlie reports drifting 
back through the foreign press with in- 
credulity. The Journal refers editor- 
ially to what it calls a "stupefying" ar- 
ticle in the Paris Side, representing 
President Roosevelt as a new Moses 
seeking to impose on Russia liberal 
treatment of Russian Jews naturalized 
in the Unit&d States, and Pobodoiidstell 
(procurer general of the holy synod) as 
Russia's evil genius, and says: 

"ilav- those who have written or in- 
spired the article wemhcil the temerity 
of the chimera, a realization of which 
would In- an insult to Russia?' 

After arguing at length the reasons 
for the Russian Jewish laws the Journal 
proceeds: 

"Washington says, 'Your restrictive 
laws are barbarous. \Yo condemn them. 
We will breach them.' Washington 
claims that liitssian Jews naturalized in 
the United .States an; entitled to escapi) 
the laws of the empire or tin- dignity 
of the United States would be surrend- 
ered. No, a thousand throes. ii" '.l'i - 
prestige of the United States will :iot 
Buffer, We deny a ml always w) < -1- - . 
thai a foreign country bus the right to 
make overtures for the classification or 
our population under the fiction of rights 
acquired by naturalization in America. 
A simple .statement of the case demon- 
strates its enormity. American citizens 
arc always welcome and will always en- 
joy treatment similar to ll>» en 
other countries. But that docs not pre- 
vent our specifying conditions under 
which foreign citizens can enter the em- 
pire. If we wished to limit Immigra- 
tion Qgp America does, if we wished to 

Btop Chinese immigration as America 
docs, wdio would deny our right to do sol 
Even if we reserved to ourselves tho 
right of limiting the domiciliary i»'in- 
leges of native-born Americans who 
were not Christians we would have the 
ritrln tn do so. Consequently; with 
greater reason, .we have the rigid to stop 
refugee Russian Israelites who might 
go In the United States and simply ex- 
change passports to swarm back after- 
wards, sweep away, tho territorial dikes 
and upon tlie slightest provoeat ion 
iical to the ever vigilant protection ol 
the consulates: of the land with which, 
as a matter of fact, they bnvo no tie. 
Under artificial protection they would 
thus create a sore body politic. Once 
mure we refuse to believe that President 
Roosevelt, who lias given so many evi- 
dences of political tact, lias en . u> - 
the American ambassador at St. Pe 
tersburg with such a mission."

A GREAT BAND OP BRIGANDS. 
The "Huang Houtzes" are not a tribe, 
but an enormous secret society or band 
of brigands, and used to be solely re- 
cruited from outlaws and others Ueeiug 
from justice. Since 1!)UU, however, when 
the boxer rising took place, they have 
been joined by thousands of Boxers, 
some because they dared not remain ill 
their homes, having taken advantage of 
the rising to loot all the rich men of 
their village: others because, once hav- 
ing tasted the joys of a lawless life, they 
could not go back to settled occupations. 
The Russian invasion of .Manchuria also 
added largely to their numbers. Tun in- 
habitants of Manchuria were mostly 
armed and formed into a kind of village 
militia for protection against these very 
brigands. The Russians, looking, per- 
haps rightly, on all Chinese as their ene- 
mies, disarmed large numbers of the 
Manchus, and in return did not give 
them adequate, if any, police protection. 
Consequently the wretched Mauchun 
farmers, hall! ruined by Russian ••com- 
mandeering" ami exactions, and defence- 
less against the brigands, were wholly 
ruined, and, having nothing left to do, 
took to brigandage themselves, with the 
result that the Huang Houtzes have in 
the last live years trebled in numbers. 
At the present time there must be very 
nearly 180,000 of them scattered over 
.Manchuria. The ideas of the outlaws 
have undergone considerable change, 
and, instead of being brigands pure and 
simple, they are now a large and power- 
ful society, bound to each other mainly 
by their 'hatred of the Russians and 
their longing for revenge. Nearly all 
have some real or Imaginary wrong to 
avenge. One may have had Ins form 
burnt; another bis women folk outraged; 
a third, perhaps, has been wrongfully 
beaten a fourth has had his cattle not- 
ed. Others lost their all in the three 
days' sack of Mukden ordered by a Rus- 
sian general because the local Mandarin 
caused a Cossack (who was caught In 
the act of outrage) to be crucified. 
THEIR ORGANIZATION. 
In this sacking of Milkden, Tu Li San, 
the most powerful chief of the inhabi- 
tants, was caught by the ' Russians, but, 
unfortunately for them, managed to es- 
cape tho day before his execution was to 
have taken place, and has since made 
his mime a terror in the laud. The 
organization of these Cliunchusr* is 
simply wonderful. Each band consists 
of one chief, with a number of minor 
chiefs under him, who are always with 
him, form his bodyguard, and are the 
nucleus of the band. Each of these 
minor chiefs, who number about fifty to 
each detachment, is followed by some 
ten to) twenty brigands— all picked men. 
In this way the gang with each chiel 
numbers from 1,000 to 1,200 men. then, 
the relations of these men, their friends 
and others living in the villages near 
headquarters and in tic- neighborhood, 
are all on the bonks of the secret so- 
ciety. Li the event of a large raid, or 
in attack on the Russians or on another 
gang being contemplated by the chief, 
these outside men arc called in, and the 
original band easily swells in a day or 
two to 5,000 to O.OOii men. Every head 
chief employs a Stan? of one or more 
clerks. These men keep the rolls ot tlie 
band and the account books. Every 
man's name is entered, with the pay he 
receives and all details connected with 
him. Ali moneys received and loots 
taken are also carefully entered up, and 
the whole concern is run on strictly 
business lines. Every man is paid U cer- 
tain fixed salary, and has a portion Of 
the work he does.

A MERCILESS FOE FpR RUSSIA. 

In 1002 the Huang Houtzes were 
mostly collected in Mongolia and along 
the borders of Manchuria. The country 
was in terrible state; The walled 
towns had their gates shut; tho mag- 
istrate, who hud so long kept the tuxes 
for their own use instead of spending 
t bcni on proper police, were virtually 
prisoners in their own towns. Trade 
was at a standstill. Everywhere was 
misery and ruin.

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Russian Cruiser 
Reported Near 



Alleged That Korea of Czar's 
Auxiliary Fleet off Island 
Coast. 



Expected She May Put In Here 
or at Esquimau 
Harbor. 



Members of the crew of the Qagsliip 
Grafton, now in EsQUiinult harbor, are 
reported to have said shortly after their 
returu from Coinox, that u large Rus- 
sian war vessel, supposed to he the Ko- 
rea of the Russian volunteer fleet, had 
been observed emising oft the northwest- 
ern coast of Vancouver island some days 
ago, and that she would probably eoine 
into Royal Roads within a few days. 

In such case the same problem that 
has confronted the United States gov- 
ernment in the ease of the armed auxil- 
iary cruiser Lena will be offered to the 
British government for solution. 

The Korea is described as a larger 
ship than the Lena, and carrying an un- 
usually large number of men for crew, 
no doubt for the purpose of supplying 
prize crews to capture merchant vessels. 
She is also heavily armed, and is com- 
manded by an officer of high rank in 
the Russian navy. 

It was stated by the Grafton's men 
that the Korea, if it were she, and not 
another member of the scattered volun- 
teer auxiliaries, was steaming at a leis- 
urely rate southward, and might be ex- 
pected to reach Victoria by the end of 
the present week. Of course, it is hard- 
ly necessary to point out the serious 
ineneco presented by the presence of this 
armed vessel off the Pacific coast, with 
many large ships passing out and in 
between British Columbia and Pugel 
Sound to tile Orient. She has it in her 
power to stop and search any of them, 
and do with them as was done in the 
ease of the Knight Commander or the 
Calebas. There is absolutely nothing 
to prevent her from carrying out any- 
thing she pleases against those unfortu- 
nate trading vessels should any of them 
be found with contraband of war 
aboard, bound for Japan. 

When it is remembered that the ex- 
ploits pf the Russian raiders in tiie Sea 
of Japaii tilled all Japan with consterna- 
tion and a sense of helplessness, and 
that tiie Russians have not the slightest 
hesitation in holding up and sinking il 
they think tit. vessels under any flag, 
the' position of affairs, hereabouts, pro- 
vided the information regarding the Ko- 
rea be authentic, is far from pleasant.

SAYS B. C. FRUIT 

IS VERY GOOD 



Professor Mills of Ontario Ex- 
presses Admiration for 
Provincial Variety. 



On Thursday afternoon many of the 
party accompanying the railway com- 
mission were guests of James John- 
stone at his fruit ranch across the Out- 
let, says the Nelson News. They were 
greatly surprised to find fruit growing 
an industry in a country which looks 
like merely u picturesque combination 
of mountain, hike, and river. 

One of the commissioners, Professor 
James Mills, was formerly principal of 
the Ontario Agricultural College at 
Guelph, and is an authority on many 
departments of agriculture) including 
fruit growing. 

Last night Professor Mills expressed 
his opinion of Nelson fruit to a repre- 
sentative of the Daily News. He said 
that the fruit be saw was a revelation 
to him. The apples were perfect in 
every particular, of magnificent size and 
color, m fact, ideal apples. He added: 
"If apples could be made to order; those 
I saw at Mr. Johnstone's couldn't be 
improved." But Professor Mills was 
even more struck witli the circum- 
stances that the apples were absolutely 
free from blemish. "There was not a 
cull on any tree 1 examined; every apple 
was lit for packing, according to any 
test or standard ever applied." 

Professor Mills also examined the 
pears and plums at Mr. Johnstone's 
ranch and expressed great admiration. 
He is familiar witli the Grimsby and 
Niagara districts of Ontario, called 
"The .Garden of Canada," and lias never 
seen anything liner than the fruit of 
Nelson- district. He added: "1 didn't 
see the cherries or raspberries or goose- 
berries, but if they compare with the 
apples, pears and plums, you have here 
a fruit country unsurpassed by anything 
in the dominion." 

He inquired about I 
fruit imported from 
( laliforilia, expressing 
codlin moth aud th< 
might bo introduced, 
that the fruit inspectors wero alive to 
their duties and were steadily rejecting 
all tainted imports, lie- was greatly 
pleased and expressed a hope that tin: 
fruit districts of Kootonny might nour- 
ish free from till blemishes. 

Professor Mills remarked that the long 
.stretches of hike and river shorn iu Brit- 
ish Columbia, at the foot of lofty moun- 
tains, .witli rich soil, a favorable el mate 
and sheltered from the winds, should 
make ideal orchard land. 

In spile of his labors an a member of 
the commission, Professor .Mills has en- 
joyed his trip through British Columbia 
very much and has found time to note 
the' varied resources and the rapid pro- 
gress of the country .

Some As Large As Apples Grown in 
the Okanagan Country. 

Wednesday evening James Jones, 
foreman of T. W. Stirling's orchards, 
brought into the Clarion office fifteen 
excellent peaches as big as large ap- 
ples. Some of them measured over nine 
inches in circumference and when four 
were placed in a row touching each 
other they extended eleven and one-half 
inches. Mr. Jones says that he picked 
the whole fifteen from one small branch, 
and that many of the trees are similarly 
loaded. Those who have seen specimens 
of the best fruit grown in America say 
that they never saw anything to sur- 
pass those both for size and quality. 
T. W. Stirling lias one of the largest 
and finest orchards ' in the Okanagan 
valley and Mr. Jones takes great pride 
in keeping it in 'first-class condition. 
The fruit is well picked and packed, so 
that it reaches its destination iu tlio 
'best of shape. The district around Ke- 
lownn is capable of producing us tine 
peaches as any other part of the world, 
and more peaches have been shipped 
from here than anyjother part of the 
Okanagan. The only reason that the 
farmers do not go extensively into this 
branch of fruit growing is that poaches 
do not possess ns good shipping qualities 
as apples and other hardier fruits.

"i BIRD'S EVE VIEW." 

There is no doubt th«t the election 
is approaching. Tho TaciSc Coast haa 
witnessed the melodramatic passage of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific party and tho 
Atlantic Coast has received u display 
visit from Messrs. Fielding, Emmorsou 
and Borden, Ministers of the Govern- 
ment. Like their friends on this side, 
the Ministers seem to havo been taking 
a "bird's eye view" of the prospects. 
At Sydney, 0. B., for instance, their 
doings are thus reported : 

"This morning Hon. Mr. Emmet-son, 
accompanied by the other Ministers 
and several prominent citizens, visited 
Anderson's Point, where it lias been 
suggested to locate a deep-water ter- 
minus for the 1. Oi R. by extending 
tho line from the present terminus 
around Barrack Point. lie also inspect- 
ed the roundhouse, the freight shed, 
the new car repair shop, etc., and the 
proposed site of the new I. O. It. sta- 
tion for the city. The party then visited 
the steel works and were very much 
interested in the plant, and more especi- 
ally in the operation of the steel rod 
department. 

"This afternoon Sir Frederick Borden 
■and ladies will visit Louisburg to view 
the remnants of the old fortifications 
there. This will be Sir Frederick's first 
visit to historic Louisburg. The Minister 
viewed the military camp at Victoria 
Park this morning. 

"A delegation will interview Hon. MX. 
Emmerson this afternoon with regard 
to the exact location of the I. C. R. 
station at Sydney. The Minister will 
afterwards visit North Sydney nud 
Sydney mines in connection with tho 
extension of railway facilities to the 
latter town." 

Tho report concludes with the gratify- 
ing intelligence that the Ministers wero 
all looking well and wero thoroughly 
enjoying their trip eastward. 

CHOKING THE INTERCOLONIAL. 

Under the above caption the Toronto 
News discusses the reported Canada At- 
lantic Railway deal. It says : 

The Intercolonial always has had one 
terminus "in the air," to use a military 
term. It has a profitable Eastern sec- 
tion, traversing a rich agricultural and 
industrial country. This section, how- 
ever, has to carry the long stretch skirt- 
ing the Gulf of St. Lawrence. As a 
link this section is invaluable. It is a 
well-built road, with easy grades, and on 
an occasion when a test was made it 
curried freight in heavier trains and at 
greater speed than could be managed 
by the Canadian Pacific Short Line to 
St. John. The dilliculty is that at the 
western end of the link there is a lack 
of rich territory and good connections. 
For many years the Intercolonial stop- 
ped at Levis, "in a ploughed field, as 
railway men were in the habit of say- 
ing. With great good sense the present 
uuvernment extended the line to Mon- 

Oiiee at Montreal, the Intercolonial 
was in better case. It could compete for 
the business 'between the commercial 
centre of Canada and tho Maritime Prov- 
inces. This was not sufficient, and to 
prosper the Intercolonial must get its 
share of the traffic of Western origin 
which at Montreal must choose a rail 
route to the sea coast. This freight ar- 
rives at Montreal mainly by four routes 
— the two great corporation railways, 
the smaller independent Canada Atlan- 
tic, and the all-water route. The Can- 
adian Pacific and the Grand Trunk have 
lines of their own to the coast. So keen 
is the necessity for business that the 
Intercolonial has been obliged to accept 
Canada Atlantic freight at exceptionally 
low rates. A considerable trade was 
built up. Wheat came from the West, 
took the short deep-water route to De- 
pot Harbor, traversed the direct and 
easy road to Montreal, transferred to the 
Intercolonial and went on to Canadian 
ports. , , 

At this juncture the Canada Atlantic 
came into the market. Had the Govern- 
ment been as ready to extend the public 
railway as it was in 1898; it would have 
bought tho Booth line. Tho advantages 
gained by the intercolonial would have 
been numerous. (1) It would have ob- 
tained a share of the local traffic of the 
Ottawa Valley. (2) It would have con- 
trolled the district, between Ottawa and 
I'arrv Sound, a country rich in lumber 
and promising considerable industrial 
development. (.'!) It would have crossed 
the Grau'cl Trunk, the Canadian Pacific, 
and) ultimately, the Canadian Northern 
—a circumstance promising future com- 
binations. <-tl Above all. it would havo 
placed the railway terminus on tho 
Georgian Bay. The Intercolonial would 
have been planted on the Great Lakes, 
at. the most strategic point on their east- 
ern shores, on a superb harbor, and with 
the shortest and easiest, rail-route in 
Canada to tide water. A heavy trado 
was already built up for it to acquire. 
Instead of under-bidding for part of tho 
Canada Atlantic business at Montreal, 
the link line through New Brunswick 
would have owned the whole of it. 

Here is bow the Dominion Government 
lias treated its own railway: (11 It has 
refused to accept a splendid business op- 
portunity. C-'l It has shut the Inter- 
colonial out of any chance of gaining 
an independent access to the Great 
Lakes. (!?) It has deprived it of its 
ruo«l promising source of Western 
freight. (4) It has turned that source 
of 'business over to the Intercolonial^ 
rival, (5) It has encased to build, at 
Government expense, and in a most reck- 
less manner, a nnralle] line, designed to 
ps'sist the Or'nnd Trupk to compete with 
the Intercolonial link line.

transcontinental railway. The United 
Slates commission Is that appointed to 
build the Panama canal for the United 
States. The Kingston News pointed out 
that the Canadian commission does not in- 
clude a slngh' engineer, contractor, build- 
ot or practical railway man; whereas the 
United States commission of seven mem- 
bers Includes five engineers, two of whom 
have also been large contractors, and a 
sixth man who has been making u study 
of the Panama canal all his lifetime. 

The comparison Indicates what Is prob- 
ably the truth, that the first consideration 
In the Canadian appointments has been 
political favoritism, while the first consid- 
eration in the United States appointments 
has been to appoint tho best commission 
that could be got. It Is somewhat humil- 
iating to Canada to have to confess this 
probability, yet the conditions are quite 
lu line with the fact which Is becoming 
more and more apparent every day In this 
country, that our political doings are most-' 
ly based on n more abject Idea of partisan- 
ship than Is the case In either Britain or 
the United States. Neither In Ilrltaln or 
the United States could It be possible that 
for a tremendous public work a board of 
constructors would be appointed, not a 
single one of whom possesses a practical 

knowledge of construction. 

Mr. Wade, the chairman of the Canadian 
commission to construct the government 
section of the G. T. 1'., Is a lawyer who 
has acted as a railway receiver. Mr. 
Hrunet, of Montreal, Is an able banker 
who has taken a special Interest In the 
promotion of electric schemes. Mr. 
Young, of Winnipeg. Is subscribed as a 
business man who knows a good deal of 
the agricultural conditions of the West. 
Finally, the fourth member of the com- 
mission Is a paper-box maker. Such is the 
Canadian commission. No one of the four 
has made any special study of tho Domin- 
ion's railway needs. When the statement 
Is made that the commission is composed 
o<* four fairly capable business men the 
whole story Is told. Even looking Into the 
matter from the narrowest political point 
It Is probable that, better selections than 
some of the commissioners could be made. 
Men could have been appointed who nt 
least had a reputation for rugged honesty 
and general watchfulness. . For instance, 
the Ontario member might have been. Sen- 
ator McMullen, whose name has Indeed 
lieon mentioned In that connection. What- 
ever political opponents have had against 
-Mr. McMullen, all have admitted his sin- 
cerity of purpose, Ms watchfulness and 
his courage. A watchdog of that stamp 
on the G. T. I', commission would have 
been a valuable asset for Canada. There 
Is no reason to think that, possibly ex- 
cepting Mr. Wade, the commission lins a 
member of that kind on it. More's the 
pity, However, this Is by the way. The 
main point for criticism is that a commis- 
sion which will have to spend fifteen or 
twenty million dollars ot the public 
money of this country In an- engineering 
work does not include a single engineer 
or constructor or man or practical con- 
tracting or building experience of any 
kind.

The splen- 
did old scientist looks hale and hearty, 
and takes tho same keen interest in 
everything as he did when he was build- 
ing up his world-wide fame as one of 
the supreme men in his urofession. 

Sir Sandford was the originator of the 
British Pacific cable idea; tho father 
of the great scheme, in fact. He advo- 
cated it with all his might; wrote about 
it. talked about it: addressed great gath- 
erings of great people about it. and hud 
the satisfaction of seeintj his grand idea 
at length taking a firm hold of the im- 
agination of the people of the empire, 
and also of the rulers of the Empire. 
Sir Sandford was here when his scheme 
of linking the distant portions of the 
Empire was in its infancy. He returns 
to view tho finished work, to see It a 
practical, working item in the business 
of the British Emuire. 

The Quadra will proceed direct to 
Barklev sound and land the party at 
the cable statiou. where accommodation 
has been prepared for their reception. 
The return to Victoria will be made 
on Saturday moraine. It is expected 
that Sir Sandford anil his party will not 
make a Ion ir slay in Victoria on Satur- 
day, but will probably continue their 
journey East. The Quadra will likely be 
detailed for the duty of taking the party 
on to Vancouver. 

At Bamiield creek' Sir Sandford will 
make a thorough inspection of the work- 
ing of tho cable in all its details. 

Many old friends of Sir Sandford called 
upon him at the Hotel Dallas during 
his stay in Victoria and renewed ac- 
quaintance. Sir Sandford was heartily 
pleased to meet them all and gave each 
a cordial greeting.

Karl Prey's coming to Canada us Gov- 
ernor-General is more significant to 
temperance people than to any other 
class in the community, says the Toronto 
'Mail and Empire. More, perhaps, thiiu 
uny Englishman of equal rank, lie lias 
been in the public eyo as n foe> to tlio 
evils of the liquor traffic. Whether lie 
is ouo of those whose creed is expressed 
in tho three negatives, "touch not, taste 
not, handle not," we cannot say, but 
the probability is that he is not. Indeed 
his first idea on this question is to 
"handle"' very particularly not only 
liquor us a subject, but as n beverage. 
Ho may not be accepted us u prohibi- 
tionist, and it is well to emphasize the 
vast difference between it temperance 
man and a prohibitionist. The former 
we conceive to be more a matter of 
breeding than of belief. Temperance 
is a quality of u gentleman and u doe- 
trine of ail philosophy. It is not limited 
in application to the drinking of liquor, 
but extends with equal force to tlio eat- 
ing of food, and indeed to every prac- 
tice. It is the uncompromising foe to 
indulgence and bestiality. Prohibition 
goes much farther, and peremptorily for- 
bids not only the abuse, but what is 
defended us the use of liquor. It would 
be at this point that Earl Grey would 
take leave of nn out and out prohibi- 
tionist. His lordship, whatever may be 
his ideas about the ultimate fare of 
liquor, firmly believes that at present 
the best way to cope with the evils of 
tho traffic is to deal with the effects 
rather tliuii the cause. Though this may 
riot bo satisfactory to extremists, they 
must admit that Earl Grey's method of 
dealing witli the problem has itoeh 
statesmanlike and has resulted in a vast 
amount of good. 

The "Public House Trust," popularly 
known as the Earl Grey movement, is 
nearly twenty years old. In view of the 
recent discussion of Bishop I'otter open- 
ing with prayer the Subway Tavern in 
Xew York, it is interesting to note that 
the first reformed public house had the 
approval of the Established Church. 
h furthermore, it was owned by a War- 
wickshire parish, having been bequeath- 
ed to it in trust of the rector. This 
rector, as befitted his cloth, was a tem- 
perance man, although not a prohibi- 
tionist, aud was fully aware of tho 
evils that often attend the sale of liquor, 
He determined not to give 'away or sell 
the business, but to try to improve it by 
the establishment of tho Gothenburg 
system, which was then introduced to 
England from Norway, and has ever 
since been a topic of considerable inter- 
est and importance. The great principle 
of the Gothenburg system is to deprive 
the man who sells liquor of any par- 
ticular interest in it. He' makes no 
money by it, being paid a salary no 
matter how much is drunk on the 
premises. He has a direct interest, how- 
ever, in selling non-alcoholic beverages, 
for in addition to his salary ha receives 
a commission on all of this kind of re- 
freshment lie is able to dispose of. Fur- 
thermore, he is required to sell only pure 
liquors and at a reasonable price. The 
latter stipulation, we should imagine, 
would do more to increase the 'sale than 
the commission on soft drinks would 
overcome. At the same time it is u just 
provisiohj and one that has done much 
to make the trust popular. 

The experiment in Warwickshire 
aroused considerable interest, and later, 
on, as it justified its existence, an equal 
enthusiasm. Next the Gothenburg sys- 
tem was adopted by the Birmingham 
waterworks committee for its workmen 
nt Elan valley. This also was a suc- 
cess. In 1890 the Bishop of Chester 
established the People's Refreshment 
House Association, to take over tlio 
management of the corner saloon 
wherever it could acquire a license. The 
association did valuable educational 
work until 1001, when Earl Grey be- 
came the leader of the movement which 
will always be associated with his home, 
His lordship's desire was to establish 
it branch of the trust in every county, 
with the lord-lieutenant as ex-ofueio 
head of the committee of management 
So well have the leaders of the move- 
ment conducted their campaign that at 
present they have control of lol) public 
houses, and the number is increasing 
every year. Progress in this direction 
is strictlv limited by the English law, 
which does not grant a license to an 
individual, but to a house. The trust 
bus no desire to increase the consump- 
tion or liquor, and consequently does not 
build more public house , 
itself with gradually securing old 
licenses as they come into the market. 

This policy lias been carried out not 
without difficulty on account of the 
"tied-house system," which is about -0 
years old nnd affects three-quarters of 
the public houses in England. There, 
us in Canada, the brewers and distillers 
are the largest owners of public bouses, 
The brewer usually holds a mortKauc 
on the tavern, and the occupant, ot 
nominal owner, in consideration ol the 
brewer's financial assistance, purchases 

nil bis Walt liquor from the orewery. 

Keen competition among the brewers 
bus introduced the system of the brew- 
ers owning the freehold or leasehold of 
the public-house, in which, however, 
the tenant: is always interested to some 
extent. At the same time, in three- 
quarters of the drinking places in Eng- 
land a large proportion of the capi- 
tal is supplied by the brewers. Thus 
they have the publican "tied" to them. 
Hence the name given the system. 
This is Ih.e method almost universal in 
London. In some counties the tying 
is for beer only, some for licer and 
spirits, some for everything sold on t.lin 
premises. The brewers have also 
copied to some extent the Gothenburg 
system, by appointing inunngers on 
salary. These servants, however, re- 
ceive 'a commission on the goods sold. 
The royal commission appointed to ex- 
amine into the wine, spirit and beer 
trade of the United Kingdom found 
that, on the whole, the tied-house sys- 
tem was not opposed to the interests 
Of the general liuhllc. 1ml that it is 
inimical to the public house I rust is 
apparent. The great brewers are not 
so easily dealt with us isolated tavern- 
keepers. They have unlimited capital, 
and when they are ile'tcnililieil In re- 
tain a license it is useless to bid Ulinluil 
them. 

In rural districts where pulili" opin- 
ion may lie more easily crystallized the 
influence of the trust is greater; arid II 
is usually able to defeat n brewery for 
this reason. The people see that tho 
system lessens the evils of intemperance 
nnd even the heavy drinkers support it. 
The financial side of the movement is 
easily understood, A five per pent 
profit is allowed those who provide cub- 
ital for tho work. Any surplus is con- 
verted into a fund, which may be used 
in extending the zone of the trust, or 
devoted to public purposes. There is 
neither "graft" nor "rake-off," unci the 
men norineetoil with the scheme being of 
impeachable character, they have the 
implicit confidence of nil classes of peo- 
ple. As n constitutional vice-regent, 
Earl Grey may not be able to so promi- 
nently identify himself with eifhor side 
ill such a controversial mutter as lie linn 
done in Etigbnid. But that privately 
and' uiiofneially lie will bo n tower of 
streugth to moderate temperance people 
cannot be doubted.

Marshall Stevens Interested In 
Great English Enterprise Is 
Interviewed. 



Will Visit Coast Cities on an Ex- 
tensive Tour of Western 
Canada. 



Mr. Marshall Stevens, one of the best 
known men of Manchester, England, 
spent yesterday in Winnipeg, says the 
Winnipeg Free Press of Saturday last. 
Mr, Stevens arrived from the east in 
the morning and in the afternoon ad- 
dressed a special meeting of grain men 
in the board of trade rooms on the stor- 
age of grain in England. This morning 
lie left for the west, and after a few 
days among the mountains, will go on 
to Vancouver, returning east by way of 
tho Yellowstone park, St. Louis and 
Eastern American cities. At Vancou- 
ver, Mr. Stevens will meet a son ho 
has not seen for seven years, a success- 
ful civil engineer in Alaska. 

Mr. Stevens gave an Interview last 
evening to a representative of the Freu 
Press. "I was asked today," ho said, 
"if this were my first visit to Canada 'I 
I replied that it was my s4Lond; al- 
though I had never visited Winnipeg 
before. I was assured then that if I 
had not visited Winnipeg, I had not 
visited Canada. And, indeed," he add- 
ed, "I believe there is a good deal ot 
truth in that remark. At any rate, al- 
though I had visited the Canada of tho 
past and probably of the present. 1 had 
not seen the Canada of the future until 
1 came to Winnipeg." 

"You ask about my impressions,", lie 
continued. "Well, really, among my 
well marked impressions are some ro- 
garding the American system of band 
ling baggage. I am always told," hu 
said, "that this is a very safe system, 
but I find it a very inconvenient one 
You get your cheeks, but very seldom 
your baggage when ami where you 
want it, and a check let me tell you is 
not a change of linen. While speak- 
ing of that, I may say that three years 
ago I visited a dozen American cities 
and did not get my baggage at one of 
them. Finally, at the last city visited, 
it arrived three days after I did. That 
was in the United States, of course, and 
three years ago," said Mr. Stevous, 
laughing heartily, "but I am having the 
same experience in! Canada — even, I 
must say in Winnipeg." 

Mr. Stevens has had a very largo 
share in the construction and manage- 
ment of that grc-.it work, one of the big- 
gest of the past century, the Man- 
chester ship canal. lie was one of the 
original board, had a greal deal of con- 
struction under his .supervision and was 
managing director of the canal for the 
first three years it was in operation. Ho 
is yet greatly interested in the under- 
taking and one of the directors. Just 
now ho is in charge of the development 
of the estate lying along the canal and 
just opposite the Mii.nehcster docks, 
which has had a most interesting his- 
tory, and whose recent development is 
nothing short of phenomenal. This is 
the Trafford Park estate. It has been in 
the Trillion! family, not since the time 
of Elizabeth merelv, nor only since the 



Norman conquest, but continuously evei 
since tlie days of King Canute. When 
the ship canal was projected, the laic 
Sir Humphrey de Trafford foucht tho 
directors, spending thousands of pounds 
in litigation. As a result the canal had 
to curve around the estate instead of 
following the natural course directly 
through it. After the death of Sir Hum- 
phrey — some time about 1S97 or 1S9S— 
this ancient property came on the mar- 
ket, and now is rapidly becoming one ot 
the most important industrial centres in 
England. "Your city of Winnipeg," Mr. 
Steyen« remarked, "is simply a marvel 
for rapid development and new import- 
ance. Trafford Park is possibly the one 
spot on the globe that has beaten you in 
tlu; last few years. On the 1,183 acres 
of this estate no fewer than fifty large 
concerns have nlready located, the 
Westiugliouse Electric Company, one of 
them, having erected there the largest 
factory in Europe. There are enormous 
advantages there, each concern having 
its own railway terminal counectint 
with all the principal railways in the 
United Kingdom, and having to nil in- 
tents and purposes frontage on the ca- 
nal. The Ship Canal Company has 
made an arrangement by which ovor 
this whole area, freight is delivered at 
exactly the same rate as is charged for 
the simple unloading of a vessel to a 
dock alongside, that is, sixpence per ton. 
All this being considered, Trafford Park 
is an inimitable industrial centre for 
ocean and railroad terminals for factor- 
ie.«, warehouses, storage and for othor 
commercial purposes where deep water 
and railroad facilities are of consc- 
ijuenee." 

Of the ship canal itself, Mr. Stevens 
had much that was interesting to tell. 
I: provides the nearest terminals to a 
population of eight, millions of people. 
Opened as late at 1SD4, it made Man- 
chester, up to that time an inland town, 
in eight years, that is, by ]!)()•_', the fifth 
port of tho United Kingdom in value of 
foreign and colonial imports. 

The list given by Mr. Stevens of sonic 
of the quantities of various kinds Ui 
goods Imported in 1002 was very inter- 
esting. It includes grain. 281.450 tons, 
cotton, 130,751 tons; fruit, 29,700 tons; 
limber. 384,053 tons; petroleum, 29,783,- 
041 gallons and paper making materials, 
123.530 tons. 

The canal lias, it is estimated, created 
an annual saving in cost of carriage to 
Manchester and district of one million 
pounds sterling. It is navigable by ves- 
sels up to fifteen thousand tons burden, 
which includes practically all of .the 
great carrying class. The level of the 
canal at the docks is s<>venty-six feet 
above that of the sea. 

In recalling some of the difficulties 
of the undertaking, Mr. Stevens spoke 
of that presented by the old iiridgc- 
wafer canal constructed a century and 
a half before, which crossed the pro- 
posed line of the new canal. This 
crossing was declared simply impossible, 
but within a few days live distinct 
plans of overcoming the difficulty had 
been offered, all practical. That chosen 
is well known ami has proven very suc- 
cessful. The smaller and older canal 
crosses the newer and larger in a via- 
duct which swings like an ordinary 
swing bridge to allow of the passage 
of vessels in the larger canal.

Grafton Will 

Be leaned 



Flagship v* { Squadron Enters 
Drvd^ck This Morn In a for 
Quick Overhaul. 



H. M. 8, Flora Just Out of Dock 
at Moorings With 
Steam Up. 



II. M. S. Grafton will enter the dry 
dock this morning for a quick cleaning, 
and it is expected that, she will be oat 
again within twenty-four' hours, ready 
for any emergencies that may* require 
her attention. H. M. S. Flora, which has 
just come out of drydock after receiv 
ing a rush clean-up. is lying at her 
moorings in Esquimalt harbor, with iier 
steam up, prepared for orders which 
may send her to sea. At EsquimaH 
there is a good deal of subdued excite- 
ment, us it is well understood by all 
that there is something unusual afoot. 

The movements of the war vessels, 
and remarks dropped by some of the 
men who have been ashore, have served 
to raise curiosity to a high pitch. The 
unexpected return of the flagship! and at 
full speed, from her trip to Comox, was 
taken as an indication that business of 
importance was forward, while the pres- 
ence of the Flora and the rapid-clean- 
ing operations to which both vessels 
have been and are being subjected 
^ince their arrival in port point, the ob- 
servers think, to something out of tiic 
ordinary in prospect. 

As noted in the Colonist yesterday 
morning, the decision of tlie Unitt-d 
States government regarding the Rus- 
sian armed auxiliary cruiser Lena, will 
probably have an important bearing up- 
on the course of action of the Pacific 
squadron. * 

The crews of the two cruisers now in 
Esquimau harbor have been steadily 
preparing the ships for what looks like 
a lengthy sea cruise: and the Grafton 
going into drydock for cleaning on such 
short notice also indicates that some- 
think in the way of sea cruising is ex- 
pected.

Spanish Doctor's Clever Itemed}- Works 
Excellent Itesults. 

A lieutenant In the Royal Navy believes 
that he hns secured a remedy for sea-slck- 
ncss, and has patented a prescription 
which has been tried by twenty of his 
friends, with successful results In eighteen 
cases, says the London Daily Mall. Ever 
since he went to sea, flftten years ago, 
the lieutenant has suffered from ma!-de- 
mer In rough weathct-, but one dose of his 
remedy, he says, will keep him free from 
sickness for six hours In the roughest, 
weather. Lieut. E\ W. Klnnhnh, vffd 
holds the patent, has severnl letters from 
seafaring friends, including the com- 
mander of a destroyer, all of whom testi- 
fy to the efficacy of the remedy as a 
preventive of sea-sickness. 

Tlie original prescription was the work 
of a Spanish doctor. 

NAVAL STORES STOLEN. 

Serious State of Affairs Exists In the 
Navy. 

Information .has reached the London 
Dally Mull which points to tlie existence 
of a grave scandal in the navy. An offi- 
cer on one of His Majesty's ships alleges 
that stores intended for the use of tor- 
pedo boat destroyers are systematically 
stolen and sold. 

He states that soft soap, for Instance, Is 
dally taken from a store ship and disposed 
of by storekeepers, the loss In weight be- 
ing made up by mixing water with the 
Paintwork scrubbers, cloth, olive ol', 
soap that Is served out. 
blankets, brushes, and many small articles 
such as brass, screws, copper, and mills 
also, he alleges, disappear regularly, and 
vinegar, rum, tea, sugar, tobacco, and 
spirits also 11 ml their way ashore. No one 
is searched before leaving the ship. 



FLOGGING IN THE NAVY. 

Admiral Sir Cyprian A. G. Bridge is 
emphatic In his denunciation of the gross 
exaggerations made in Mr. Swift Mac- 
NelUs "revelations" regarding Hogging in 
the navy. 

Writing to tlie Express, he says: 

"If an attempt is being made to In- 
jure the defences of the country by pub- 
lishing 'horrible revelations' concerning 
Hogging lu the navy, it must arise from 
in: almost Inconceivable combination of 
malice and stupidity In the revealer. 

"Such Hogging as does take place In the 
navy— Indeed it has been the case for many 
years— is merely a birching, limited to 
twenty-four strokes, and indicted only on 
boys. 

••I will undertake to say that, in propor- 
tion to tlie numbers in each, more Hog- 
ging takes place in a single great public 
school than in the navy, and that In the 
case of schoolboys of high social position 
— If that will please your revealer — Hog- 
ging is administered for much lighter of- 
fences than it is in the navy or has been 
for a generation. 

"A duke's son at Eton runs more risk 
of being Hogged than a eoftlbeaver's son 
in tlie navy. Even malice and stupidity 
ought to be able to sec something in 
that." 



BRITISH SHIP ASHORE. 

Another Unlucky Craft Finds tlie Cali- 
fornia Coast. 

Sun Francisco, Sept. 13. — The British 
si;!]) Dltton, Captain W. Davis, Is ashore 
about live miles south of tlie Cliff house. 
She is seventy-four days out from New- 
castle, Australia, with a cargo of coal. 
The Dltton is a steel ship of -.'.lihO tons, 
Ml feet long, -1.' feet beam and 'JX feet 
in depth. She was built in Mllford, Eng- 
land, in 1891-, and belongs to the Leyland 
Shipping Company, of Liverpool.
